fuer Repa ration en 5KKD) informed ABUS Kranbau bberswalde that it was to construct 
34 cranes for reparations in 1953* Specifications for part of the cranes 
had already been forwarded to tberswalde.

1952 will cost about six million DME„ Thus g about 24 million DME from 
BberswaXde will go exclusively for reparations in 1953 . In addition* deliveries 
for the first quarter for which the raw material is already on hand amount to 
about 5 million BME| of this sum* about 3-. 7 million DM£ are for P 2 deliveries - 
For the deliveries for the -first quarter of 1953 Ebersw&Xde is relying on the 
contractual approval (vertraglieher Zusagen) of the ordering party 9 BXeidhert

? > On 6 November 1952 the Main Administration for Heavy Machine Construction of the 
Ministry for Machine Construction ordered Eberswalde to subcontract for direct 
reparations orders with ABUS Foerderanlagen Leipzig The suggested amount wa® 
three million DME,, On 20 November 1952* however * the Main Administratis wrote 
Eberswalde concerning allocations for the reparations plan and stated that Ebers- 
walde was i© take over the following amounts of structural metal (Metallkonstruktion) 
into its production plan (Planauflage) § 100 tons from the Ernst -Th&elroannwerk; 

1*600 tons from Unruh & Liebig; and 2*000 tons from Bleichert,, The Eberswalde 
production plan for 1953 had already been exceeded* however* and for that reason 
plant director of i&erswald© wrote the Main Administration on 3 December 1952 
teat his factory could not take over P 2 production, Eberswalde has already 
finished about r *' 1* 5£X) tons of P 2 fabrication for Blelchert in the first quarter 
of 1953j> the donands for Bleichert stated in the Main Administration^ letter 
of 20 November have almost been fulfilled The Eberswalde plant director 
suggested that P 2 production for the Ernst-Thaelm&nnwerk and Unrah '.Jk Liebig 
plants be transferred to ABUS Foerderanlagers Leipzig,., especially since the Office 
for Reparations and the Soviet Control Commission had forbidden Kranbau Eberswalde 
to shift from direct Preparations orders 0 Eberswalde also requested the Main
